The explosion is believed to have been 
caused by gas from service mains filling the 
big mains of the Chicago Economic Fuel Gas 
company. This main was open at Michigan 
avenue and at the Dearborn street end last 
night, and men were working at the Dearborn 
street excavation making connections for the 
gastobe turned on today.

The Economic Company Expects to Have 
Natural Gas on Tap Today. 

Natural gas will be turned on this after- 
noon some time between 2 o’clock and 6. So 
say the officers of the company, and they sup- 
plement the announcement with vigorous 
comments on the many delays they have en- 
countered. 8 

* T could not begin to tell all of them, said 
President Judson yesterday, but one thing 
or another has happened to put us back. 
Originally it was intended that the mains 
should be filled Nov. 1. This plan, to our 
regret, could not be carried out: We are 
ready now, though, and expect to turn the gas 
on tomorrow afternoon.”’ . | 

The operation will be performed by a man 
in overalls with a monkey wrench on 
Wabash avenue near Fortieth street, that is, 
unless one of the officers of the company 
concludes to take off his gloves and handle the 
wrench himself. Whoever does it will simply 
turn a valve and the gas which comes from 
Indiana, through two eight-inch pipes, will 
rush into the two big thirty-inch city mains, 
which are the great arteries of the Economic 
company’s system of mains and pipes. The 
big mains are filled with air now. This will 
be driven forWard by the gas and escape 
through valve openings. When the air is all 
out and the gas is detected leakmg through 
the open valves their caps will be screwed on 
and the job of turning on the gas will be 
finished. 

President Judson will probably be at 
Fortieth street when the valve is turned, and 
there will likely be others of the official staff 
of the Economie company on hand. It will 
be an informal affair, unmarked by cham- 
pagne and terrapin stew adornments. At 
leust no such ceretnonies had been arranged 
for late yesterduy afternoon. The company’s 
officers say the public wiil do the celebrating 
when they have been afforded an opportunity 
to study the advantages of natural gas.

In fact it is almost impossible not to do so in 
the rush of the crowd when suburban passen- 
gers are coming in. .

THE DEMOCRATS AND THEIR TWO WHITE 
ELEPHANTS. 


The Democrats have drawn in the election 
lottery the glittering prize of the offices and 
they are so delighted over it that they have 
not as yet realized the fact that they have 
drawn also two white elephants the care and 


resources to the utmost. One of them is the 
silver question, the other the tariff reform 
question. : 

The Kepublicans in the face of a steady 
fall in the value of silver have increased the 
quantity used for currency, and have kept it 
at a par with gold for fourteen yeara. They 
declared at Minneapolis that they were for 
bimetallism and would keep the silver dollar 
at par. Hadthey won the election they would 
have disposed of the question in one or 
other way. One was through the international 
conference soon to meet in Belgium. If its 
deliberations were to result in an interna- 
tional agreement for the use of silver on dome 

ratio with gold and an international 
free coinage of silver on the same basis, the 
problem would be solved. Failing that, the 
Republicans would have put enough silver 
into the silver dollar to make it worth a gold 
dollar, or would have adopted the Windom 
plan of redeeming silver certificates in silver 
bullion. Under no circumstances would they 
have allowed the purehasing value of the sil- 
ver dollar to drop to 65 cents, . 

The Democratic anti-free silver plank was 
even more positive than the Republican one. 
The Demograts could not well have pledged 
themselves more. strongly than they did to the 
maintenance of the parity of the two metals. 
Their salvation depended on their doing so. 
Had they shown the least symptom of a lean- 
ing towards free silver coinage they could not 
have carried a Northern State east of the 
Mississippi, The tariff issue and the dissatis- 
faction of the workingmen eaould not have 
saved them. 

The Democrata have won on their silver 
pledges, and a party in which the free silver 
South occupies so commanding a position, a 
party which has practically been out of power 
for thirty years, and does not know how to 
rule, a party which has not shown at any time 
in ite history the capacity to deal with finan- 
cial or econoinic subjects, will now be calied 
on to settle the silver question, while the Re- 
publicans wateh the performance critically. 

After the 4th of March the government will 
be in the hands of Democrats and all the re- 
sponsibilities will be on, their shoulders, A 
Democratic President and Secretary of the 
Treasury will have to see to it that 65-cent sil- 
ver bullion is kept ata parity with 100-cent 
gold, and that there will not be a sudden de- 
mand for the last-named metal which will ex- 

haust the gavernment’s stock of gold and 
cause the silver currency to drop to its com- 
mercial value, and give the country a dollar 
whose purchasing value will be less than two- 
thirds its face.

A majority of the membera of the Drainage 
Board felt insulted when truly told that the 
body they compose is distinguished for its 
incompetency. The committee from the local 
trade unions might perhaps have used more 
polite language, but it was admitted that no 
fault should be found with the eight questions 
asked. Yet the resolution was laid on the 
table, of course on motion of Cooley, Prob- 
ably he was glad of the excuse to avoid 
answers to the interrogatories, for they are 
awkward ones to a man who like himself dis- 
regards pcpular rights and popular opinion 
when it stands in the way of his mad ambition 
or is opposed to his preconceived notions. 
„What's Hecuba to him, or he to Hecuba,”’ 
that he should deign to notice any communi- 


keeping of which will tax their ingenuity and location not couched in terms which recognize 


his high dignity? 

The committee took it for granted that the 
route originally chosen for the canal was the 
most available and economical, requiring the 
minimum of excavation through the Summit 
level, as the engineers making it had the larg- 
est liberty of choice, and at that time the cost 
of land was merely nominal. Then they 
wanted to know if this same route would 
not be the cheapest and best for the new 
canal, and, if so, why any part of the old 
canal route was abandoned in favor 
of an enormously costly new one. 
They asked if dredging the orig- 
inal depth and threwing open the oid 
canal to the unobstructed passage of water 
tL rough it, except as to maintaining lockage 
for navigation, would not affotd immediate 
relief for the sewage of Chicago without the 
cost of maintenance of the Bridgeport pumps, 
and if the running of such pumps is not more 
expensive than would be any additional power 
that might be necessary to propel boats 
through the finally enlarged channel, in case 
it were found that the passage of those boats 
were impeded by the greater vélume and 
velocity of water in the canal along the pres- 
ent route. ; 

No one can deny that these questions are 
pertinent or that any body of taxpayers has 
the right to ask them, The trades union com- 
mittee did ask them, and requested the mem- 
bers of the Drainage Board to appoint a time 
for a conference at which these questions 
would be answered. Soif it be objected that 
the committee was too brutally candid in its 
language to merit a civil response the same 
point cannot be raised against any other tax- 
payer who will put the interrogationins to words 
which better accord with the estimate Mr. 
Cooley puts upon the rank of the office which 
he has assumed to magnify, Therefore Tun 
Tunern takes up those questions and re- 
svectfully asks a reply from the Drainage 
Board. It asks for information, would like 
to know why the board has occupied many 
months in making the choice of a new route 
when the old one would answer every require- 
ment and at a much lower cost than the pro- 
posed new line from this city to Summit. 
And Tuz Trrevune has no doubt that in pre- 
ferrmg this request it is voicing the wish of 
many thousand taxpayers of the Drainage 
District who equally with their brethren of 
the trade unions *“‘ want to know.“ 

The Podsnap of the Drainage Board may 
wish to put all these things behind him witha 
wave of the hand, as if beneath his notice, but 
may find this one of the subjects it is not ex- 
pedient toignore. He isnot yet generally 
recognized as the boss of the people, though 
for some time past acting as if he thought 
himself elected to fill that role. He still owes 
a duty to the people whose money is believed 
to have been frittered away by him and his as- 
sociates while they studied how they could 
avoid admitting that there could be any merit 
in the work of their predecessors, and hunted 
around for ways in which this admission 
could be avoided at great expense to the tax- 
payers of the district. Will Mn Cooley deign 
an answer to the questions now, or wait till 
they are put in more unpleasant terms than 
those used by the trade union committee?

INTERFERING WITH THEIR OWN DOCc- 
TRINE. 


It having been reported to the walking del- 
egates of the trades unions of this city that 
the contractors on the line of the drainage 
channel wero running truck stores a com- 
mittee called on the trustees and asked them 
to investigate the matter and close those 
stores. The committeemen were ignorant of 
the fact that while the last Legislature, in 


anti-truck store law, the Supreme Court de- 
cided that it was unconstitutional, being in 
violation of the right of free contract guaran- 
teed to every man; that it was not in the pow- 
er of the Legislature to dictate to employer 
and employed; that one should pay and the 
other receive wages in nothing but money. 
Therefore it is hard to see how the trustees 
can do what the trades unionists ask of them. 
The contracts made with the men who are 
digging the big channel do not provide that 
they shall not run truck stores nor can the 
trustees inject conditions into those contracts, 
Furthermore this demand on the part cf the 
representatives of organized labor savors of in- 
consistency. They voted Tuesday for free trade, 
having been convinced of its virtues by speak- 
ers who told them that the producer ought to 
de allowed to exchange his products with 
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containing the Prophet’s letters and sayings, 
and with the volume was a personal note, in 
which the Prophet said: I hope Illinois will

FIRST INSTALLMENT OF DEMOCRATIC 

; REFORM. 

The Democrats having carried the day, Mr. 
Watterson returns energetically to his crusade 
against the reciprocity policy of asking free 
trade from nations to whom free trade is 
offered. Early in the campaign he attacked 
it vigorously. After Cleveland in his letter of 
acceptance threw the party platform over- 
board and tried to make himself out to be an 
** incidental protectionist, Mr. Watterson let 
reciprocity alone. Growing bolder after elec- 
tion he demands that it be swept away. He 
says “ the party must stamp out the usurping 
reciprocity treaties,” the dark closet reci- 
procity treaties,” the agreements which have 
opened to American farmers and manufact- 
urers markets which had been closed to them, 
and given them an advantage there over com- 
peting foreign nations. 

Nothing will be easier than for the Demo- 
crate to get rid of these agreements. It will 
not be necessary to put a duty on sugar, cof.- 
fee, tea, etc,, in order to do it. All that is re- 
quired is for the Democrats to repeal that pro- 
vision of the tariff law which authorizes the 
President to retaliate against countries which 
will not reciprocate. Then Spain, Brazil, and 
the Central American republics will proceed 


to repeal the laws or orders by which special 
concessions were made to the United States. 


Then Brazil will put an export duty on coffee 
American flour and meats. France, Germany, 
and Austria will feel at liberty toreénact their 
prohibitory legislation against American 
meats and cereals, while under a 
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have occurred in this country. The issue in- 
volved is not so mach one of wages or of time 
as it is of the supreme rights of trades union 
ism. It is a struggle between the merchants 
on the one hand and the unions on the other, 
and the issue has been clearly made that af- 
ter the adoption of ascale of wages and schedule 
of time, which can be arranged without diffi- 
culty, then the merchants of the city and the 
city ifself shall agree that they will not em- 
ploy any non-union men. Fractically all the 
trades in the city have stopped work, and in 
addition to them the larger number of the retail 
clerks, the employés of the. gas, electric light, 
and water works, the linemen of the telegraph 
and telephone companies, the car-drivers and 
steamboat-men, the newspaper carriers and 
printers, and even the coachmen and musi- 
cians are out on strike, The business of the 
city is at a standstill, Its industries and com- 
merce are paralyzed. Its people are sending 
elsewhere for goods their own merchants 
should supply, and other cities, Memphis par- 
ticularly, are profiting by New Orleans’ civil 
war. 

Confronted with these industrial dangers, a 
worse one has been added. New Orleans is 
notoriously a lawiess city. 
thousands of idle men has led to acts of vio- 
lence and lawlessness. Peaceful non-union 
men have been assaulted and the municipal 
authorities have been defied. The Mayor is 
helpless, and his police are not able to restrain 
the crowd. In this emergency the Governor 
has come to the rescue of the city and has 
now taken charge of the situation. He has 
determined to bring the labor troubles to a 
speedy settlement and as the first step 
towards this outcome has decided that busi- 
ness shall be resumed. If the Mayor cannot 
furnish police protection the Governor will 
furnish military protection, and martial law 
will prevail, The electric, gas, and water ex- 
ecutives, as well as the street car 
cumpanies, have been notified by him 
to resume operations at once, and when 
this is done he proposes to set the 
wheels of trade running again. After that, 
if the strike does not die out of itself, 
which is not unlikely, as the idle laborers 


are already showing signs of discontent, _ 


it is probable that the strike will be de- 
clared off and that the issue of unionism will 
be left to arbitration. In that case there 
can hardly be but one decision, The ques- 
tions of time and wages are not difficult of 
settlement. As to the remaining question no 
fair-minded arbitraters can reach any other 
decision than that workingmen have the right 
to associate themselves in unions, and equally 
they must decide that the right of every man 
to work without belonging to a union is still 
more binding and absolute. If the trades- 
union men should succeed in enforcing their 
demand that no non-union man shall be 
given employment the only result would be 
acomplete stoppage of work, in which case 
the employers would stand it much longer 
that the employés.. The pressure of want 
and hunger would then solve the problem.

THE RESULT LN IOWA, 

The returns from Iowa show that that State, 
which the Democrats were quite confident of 
carrying. has gone Republican by from 10,000 
to 20,000. The population of lowa is essential- 
ly a farming one. There are no great manu- 
facturing cities, Hence that one paramount 
cause of Republican defeat, the belief in- 
stilled into the workingmen that their em- 
ployers had hogged more than their share 
of high tariff protection and had not paid 
them wages as artificially high as they fancied 
they were entitled to, did not play so promi- 
nent a part as in New York, New Jersey, 
Connecticut, Ohio, Illinois, and some other 
States. While the protected workingmen 
have been convinced by Democratic orators 
that they have not received their full share of 
the tariff benefits and therefore voted to smash 
things, the farmers have not been persuaded 
that they are being robbed and cheated 


dy it. 


In the next place, the percentage of citizens 
of foreign birth in Iowa is much smaller than 
in Illinois, New York, Wisconsin, or Ohio. 
Therefore the Democracy gained less in that 
State by immigration of late years from Eu- 
rope than it did in the otners. Furthermore, 
there was no parochial school question in Iowa 
to drive off the Republican Lutherans, nor if 
there had been one would it have amounted to 
much, for most of theGermans were alienated 
by prohibition long ago and have been voting 
the Democratic ticket for years. 

The Republicans would not have won, how- 
ever, if the anti-prohibition Republicans who 
have been voting with the Democrats had not 
come back. They might not have done so but 
for the fact that the State convention did not 
adopt a plank indorsing prohibition and that 
there were other indications that it was the in- 
tention of the party to pursue a more liberal 
policy in the future. 

Iowa is a Republican State and will vote 
Republican on all occasions if that party will 
make up its mind to adopt high license and 
local option and cut loose from the fanatic 
element of the Drys. A year hence there will 
be a State election, when a Governor will be 
chosen, and a Legislature which will choose 
a successor to Senator Wilson. If the Repub- 
licans go into the campaign with a declaration 
in favor of forcing prohibition on the coun- 
ties opposed to it they will not regain the 
Governorship and will lose the Legislature 
and with it a United States Senator. They 
will assist in giving the Democrats such a 
majority in the Senate that that party will 
retain it after-1896, even if the Presidential 
election of that year should go against them. 
In that event the Republicans, though they 
had the President and the House, would not 
be able to put through a single measure 
against an adverse Senate.

POST-MORTEM ON THE DEAD DUKE, 


Marlborough Died of Calcareous Degenera- 
tion of a Vessel of the Heart, 

Loxpox, Nov. 10.—Further particulars re- 
garding the finding of the body of the Duke 
of Mariborough show that the valet entered 
his room carrying a cup of chocolate, When 
the knowledge came to him that the Duke 
was dead he hesitated to break the .news to 
the Duchess himself, He summoned a maid 
and sent her to the Duchess’ room with 
instructions to tell her that he could not 
arouse the Duke. The Duchess hurried to 
the bedside to find her husband dead. She 
was terribly shocked and broke down com- 
pletely. A post-mortem examination was 
held this afternoon. It revealed that death 
was due to calcareous degeneration of a large 
vessel of the heart. 

The Dukedom will be the heaviest. dowa- 
gered title in the peerage. The widows of the 
sixth and seventh Dukes are still alive; next 
comes Lady Blandford, the late Duke's first 
wife, who secured a divorce from him, and 
lastly the present Duchess. The joint uses of 
these four will add to the drain upon the 
revenues of the estate, which will reach £35,- 
000 yearly, but which are heavily incumbered. 

The new Duke is physically a contrast to 
the general run of Churchills. He is small and 
slim, with a neat figure, His features resem- 
ble those of the first Duke of Marlborough, 
He is now at Trinity College, Cambridge U ni- 
versity, where he has proved an able student. 
At the same time he is a clever polo and 
cricket player and a bold rider. He has some- 
thing of his father’s art tastes. 

The Chronicle, in its obituary article on the 
dead peer, says: 

The late Duke of Marlborough was by habit a 
breaker of the moral law; by desire a founder of 
economic laws. He was a man of whose ancestry 
it was said he proved false to every woman and 
every cause with which he was connected. But 
the late Duke was not connected with any causes, 
Nothing. however, but good of the dead is the 
more or less hypocritical fashion of the day. So 
we may say of his later years that they were an 
improvemeut on his earlier ones. 


EXECUTIONER DEIBLER’S LODGINGS 


His Landlord Wants to Force Him to Va- 
cate Them—Is Afraid of Anarchists.

HE WAS AS GOOD AS HIS WORD. 


Abraham Burbank’s Resolve When His 
Credit Wasn't Good for a Sack of Flour. 
Seattie Post-Intelligencer: George A. Bur- 

bank will leave tomorrow for Pittstield, Mass., 
on business connected with the final settle- 
ment of his grandfather’s estate, which is 
valued at $3,410,000, Of this amount about 
$210,000 to Mr. Burbank. His grand- 
father had twenty-one grandchildren, to each 
of whom he bequeathed $50,000, His will, 
written by himself, comprises fifty-three legal 
cap pages, and provides that the interest on 
all of his estate should go to the- Town of 
Pittsfield, to be used in the erection of a 
memorial hospital and other public buildings. 
Just before death Burbank expressed a desire 
to change his will in favor of his family. 
after spending $75,000 in lawyers’ fees the 
City of Pittsfield compromised with the heirs 
for $200,000. At that time the heirs had 
spent $125,000 in attempting to break che 
will. 
Abraham Burbank, the grandfather of Mr. 
Burbank of this city, made a declaration at 
Pittsfield which took him his lifetime to carry 
out. Ia carrying it out he exhibited indomi- 
table pluck and energy. He was striving to 
support his young wife at Pittsfield in 1835, 
when he was 22 years old. John C. West, then 
the leading business man of place and a 
large property hélder, refused to trust Bur- 
bank forasack of flour, which 483 hu- 
miliated the young man. He West of 
his good intentions, of his honesty and the 
hke, and then declared to him that he would 
yet own at Pittsfield as many hauses as there 
were days in the year; that he would own and 
let as many stores as there were weeks in the 
year; that he would own as ma blocks as 
there were months in the year; he would 
own as many hotels, farms, wood yards, and 
quarries as there were days in the week. 

Ha had but a short time before come to 
Pittefield from West Springfield, where he 
was born in 1813, with nothing but an old suit 
of clothes, a bandana handkerchief with a 
blouse 2 up in it, and 50 cents in money. 
At 12 he Pad learned the trade of a 
carpenter and joiner. Before West died he 
had failed three times, and at the time of his 
death he owed Burbank $48,000, which, in re- 
turning good for evil, he had advanced, him in 
order to keep a roof over his head. 

A few years ago, after completing the Ethel 
Hall Block at Pittsfield, being then a man 
over 70 years of age, Mr. Burbank told his 
grandson, George A. Burbank of this city, 
that he did not care whether he ever saw an- 
other sunrise. He had accomplished his task, 
as he told John C. West he would accomplish 
it. In three weeks he was dead. 

Mr. Burbank worked assiduously until the 
last building was completed. He had the 
—— Hall Block up three stories, when, 

to defective work by the brick mason, 
it 0 collapsed. At the time the millionaire was 
setting a window-frame on the third floor. 

He was not injured, and in a few hours had 

100 men at work removing the débris, and in 

three weeks he had the three stories up again. 

He never wore overcoat or gloves on the cold- 

est days, and rarely ever wore anything but a 

blouse and overalls, without collar or necktie. 

Once while in ton, in his old working

ROYALTY LIVING ON REDUCED RATES. 


Exiled Monarchs Who Are Forced to Lead 
Lines of Economy. 

Paris Letter in London Truth: Royalty 
without a civil list or a large private fortune 
is about the most trying situation to which 
a human creature can be subjected. I have 
come across in my day not a few illustrious 
personages to whom this test was applied by 
fate, and do not remember one, unless the 
late King of Hanover, who went through it 
like a first-rate man or woman, though some 
of them bore reverses better than most 
persons of far lesser rank known to me 
who had fallen in the world and prided 
themselves on having seen better days.“ 
Don Juan of Spain, father of Carlos, and hus- 
band of the beautiful and splendidly-dowered 
Archduchess Beatrice of Este-M.dena, was a 
lazy old loafer. When at home he lived 
in the Regent’s Park with a lady who was not 
at all archducal, and sever. or eight children, 
who, unfortunately for themselves, were every 
inch Spanish Bourbons. When on the Con- 
tinent Juan was sometimes Mr. Johns,“ 
sometimes Mr. King,“ or M. le Roy,“ and 
again Mr. Bliss (a N ede of his wife’s 
name), lived generally en garni and dined at 
cLeap tables 85 *hote. His breath used to smell 
of mutton ragout, a dish that sticks to the 
breath like garlic.
